Mr. Lodge and his partisans kept us out of the League 
of Nations, prevented the early readjustment of the affairs 
of Europe after peace, and have thereby caused a stagna- 
tion of business at home, and with that comes the inevit- 
able unrest and discontent. In such times the propaganda 
of the Bolshevic finds its most fertile soil. 

The bolshevics of labor and^he bolshevics of c_.p’t i) 
must learn that justice to all is the only safe theory upon 
which to plan their action. And America must learn that 
it can not safely dodge its mission in the settlement of the 
affairs of the old world. . > .
